INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS 

IN  the  Introduction  to  my  edition  of  tlie  Shekel 
Hakodesh  (19 19,  p.  xii),  I  remarked  :  '  I  have  further 
included  parallels  to  be  found  in  the  delightful  and 
terse  poem  h'2'^r\  ^U\12  '^U  by  Hai  Gaon,  anterior 
to  both  Gabirol  and  Kimchi,  striking  both  on  account 
of  the  similarity  of  ideas  and  language.' 

These  parallels  may  be  found  in  the  Notes  to  the 
said  edition,  pp.  64,  68,  69,  71,  72,  75,  and  77. 

It  is  necessary  to  qualify  the  expression  which  makes 
Hai  Gaon  absolutely  the  author  of  the  work  ;  for 
doubt  has  been  cast  by  several  scholars  upon  the 
authorship  of  the  collection  of  maxims  which  go  under 
his  name.  Nor  is  even  the  title  of  this  little  work  as 
it  appears  in  the  printed  editions  beyond  cavil  ;  since, 
as  may  be  gleaned  from  a  perusal  of  the  manuscripts 
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themselves,  it  is  not  met  with  in  this  form  in  the 
originals  which  I  have  had  before  me. 

It  occurred  to  me  that,  considering  the  intrinsic 
value  of  this  unpretentious  work,  and  the  fact  that 
the  various  editions  which  have  appeared  hitherto  are 
both  defective  and  faulty,  a  critical  version  might  be 
welcome  to  those  who  delight  in  products  from  the 
great  storehouse  of  Hebrew  literature.  The  transla- 
tion which  I  have  prepared  will  serve  to  enlighten  the 
general  reader  as  to  this  presentation  of  moral  sayings 
of  mediaeval  times. 

Similar  to  other  works  of  its  kind,  like  the  Last 
Will  of  Rabbi  Jehuda  Ibn  Tibbon  addressed  to  his  son 
Samuel,  and  that  of  Moses  Maimonides  addressed  to 
his  son  Abraham,  this  didactic  poem  seems  to  have 
been  prepared  by  the  author  as  a  vade  niecuni  for  his 
own  child  ;  and  it  will  be  readily  conceded  that  no 
more  fitting  gift  could  be  bestowed  upon  one's  off- 
spring than  a  collection  of  rules  and  maxims  drawn 
from  ripe  experience,  whereby  to  regulate  the  conduct 
of  their  lives. 
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It  is  not  my  purpose  in  these  brief  introductory 
remarks  to  discuss  the  authorship  of  the  collection  of 
sayings    here    presented,   or   to   give   a   biographical 
sketch  of  the  activities  of  Rabbi  liai  Gaon,  who  has 
been  credited  with  its  production,  beyond  stating  that 
this  Gaon,  who  died  in  1038,  was  the  son  of  the  cele- 
brated   Sherira    Gaon,   and    was   the    last    and    most 
distinguished  of  the  '  Geonim  '—that  is,  heads  of  the 
academies   of    learning   in   Babylon   which   exercised 
their  influence  for  nearly  450  years.     For  these  and 
other  particulars  I  would  refer  the  reader  to  the  various 
notices  concerning  this  outstanding  personality,  among 
them,  the  article  in  the  Jewish  Encyclopedia  {sub  Ilai 
ben  Sherira,  and  the  Bibliography)  and  the  interesting 
sketch  in  Hebrew,  which  serves  as  an  introduction  to 
Wciss's  edition  of  the  maxims,  published  m  his Likiiic 
Kadmonim    (Warsaw,    1893).      This    latter   sketch    is 
certainly  of  greater  value  than  the  version  of  the  poem 
itself,  prepared  from  a  most  unreliable  source,  which 
puts  the  editor  to  great  pains  to  explain  in  foot-notes 
some   forced   meaning  of  a   naturally   misunderstood 


phrase  or  expression  owing  to  a  wrong  reading.  This 
is  the  more  surprising  for  a  Hebrew  scholar  hke 
Weiss,  as  Steinschneider's  older  edition,  pubhshed  in 
i860  (BerHn),  is  a  much  safer  guide,  and  might  well 
have  served  to  elucidate  expressions  which  seemed 
incomprehensible  to  Weiss. 

My  concern  in  the  present  volume  has  been  mainly 
with  the  preparation  of  a  fairly  intelligible  text  ;  and 
yet  I  will  not  claim  perfection  for  my  version.  It  is 
an  attempt  to  produce  amid  a  mass  of  variants  some- 
thing better  and  fuller  than  has  so  far  appeared,  with 
an  English  rendering. 

Though  based  mainly  on  the  British  Museum  MS. 
Add.  27045,  I  have  incorporated  emendations  by  the 
light  of  MS.  Add.  27193,  and  both  emendations  and 
additions  from  the  Harleian  MS.  5686.  In  the  Notes 
I  refer  to  the  first  as  A,  to  the  second  as  III,  and  to 
the  Harleian  as  H.  In  the  Brit.  Museum  Cat.,  the 
first  is  described  by  Margoliouth  as  written  in  Franco- 
German  Rabbinic  of  the  fifteenth  century,  the  second 
in   Italian   Rabbinic  of  the  same  century,  while  the 
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beautiful  and  fascinating  llarlcian  convolut  is  in  Italian 
square  and  Rabbinic  writing  belonging  to  various  parts 
of  the  fifteenth  century,  the  main  portion  being  dated 
A.M.  5226  (1466). 

Considering  that  in  the  three  manuscripts  which 
I  have  laid  under  contribution,  and  in  the  several 
printed  editions  which  I  have  had  before  me,  there 
is  much  variety  in  the  order  in  which  these  moral 
maxims  arc  cited,  I  have  felt  myself  fully  justified  in 
restoring  what  appeared  to  me  to  be  the  natural  order 
of  the  original  version,  where  the  logical  sequence 
seemed  interrupted  by  the  interpolation  of  some 
thought  not  quite  apposite. 

From  the  Notes  it  will  readily  be  seen  how  far  the 
Harleian  MS.  has  been  of  use  in  supplementing  some 
few  passages  omitted  in  the  manuscript  upon  which 
my  version  is  chiefly  based  ;  and  how  many  a  passage 
occurring  in  A  and  111  is  wanting  in  II. 

I  need  but  add  that  I  have  succeeded  in  allrihuiing 
to  our  author  410  lialf  lines  as  the  full  version  of 
this  poem,  while  A  contains   376,    II    204,    111    330, 
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Reifmann's  printed  edition  378,  Stcinschncidcr's  358, 
and  that  of  Weiss  358. 

Apart  from  its  textual  value  as  a  contribution  to 
Hebrew  literature,  may  this  manual  of  ethical  sayings 
and  moral  teachings  still  avail  as  a  guide  to  human 
conduct,  as  a  help  against  the  pitfalls  of  life,  and  as 
a  means  of  lifting  minds  above  the  mundane  things 
of  human  existence  to  the  prime  source  of  I>ight 
and  Love !

BE  roused,  my  son,  awake,  and  be  on  the 
alert,  listen  to  instruction,  reproof,  and  counsel  ! 

Take  up  the  song,  and  consider  how  to  make 
it  the  rule  of  life.  I  have  interwoven  therein 
maxims  and  precepts  as  a  guide  to  the  memory 
of  the  diligent,  and  as  a  source  of  instruction 
to  the  younger  ones  from  their  youth.  I  have 
weighed  it,  guarding  it  as  the  apple  of  the  eye  ; 
I  have  composed  it  in  the  most  simple  of  lan- 
guage. See,  I  pray  thee,  to  carry  it  out  in  its 
full  measure,  and  thou   shalt  prosper  if  thou 

take  hold  of  the  right  path. 
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Fear  God,  my  son  ;  this  is  the  beginning  of 
my  speech.  Arise  and  hsten  to  my  words,  and 
let  thy  first  daily  service  be  to  offer  up  prayer 
unto  thy  God. 

It  is  incumbent  on  thee  every  morning  on 
rising  to  give  thanks  unto  Him  Who  supplieth 
thy  wants  ;  beseech  continually  the  presence  of 
God,  and  then  He  will  fulfil  all  thy  requests. 

Observe  the  commandment,  observe  the  pre- 
cept and  law,  and  understand  that  by  means  of 
them  thy  soul  shall  be  bound  {sc,  in  the  bundle 
of  life). 
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Associate  with  the  select  and  those  who  can 
discern  :  adhere  to  them  and  incHne  not  unto 
fooHsh  ones.  Bend  thine  ear  to  the  speech  of 
the  wise,  and  thine  eye  will  gather  from  them 
precious  stones. 

Wherever  thou  dwellest  and  sojournest,  look 
to  thyself  ;  and  with  regard  to  thy  pocket,  envy 
not  thy  companion.  Eat  bread  and  salt,  and 
feed  on  herbs,  and  ask  not  a  dole  from  the 
wealthy. 
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Rather  die  and  be  buried  than  go  about  and 
beg  of  thine  own  kind.  For  why  ask  a  favour 
of  one  dependent  on  favours  ?  Make  thy 
request  unto  God  :  is  not  everything  in  the 
hands  of  God  ? 

Be  not  asleep  :  look  at  the  ant,  and  let  not 
thy  foot  be  slack  ;  in  the  summer  gather  month 
by  month  of  that  which  thou  shalt  eat  in  the 
days  of  winter  and  frost. 

And  when  thou  goest  forth  to  seek  thy  portion 
away  from  thy  dwelling,  remember  forsooth 
the  house  to  which  thou  art  by  covenant  bound. 
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Regard  the  dove  ;  when  it  flieth  away  for  its 
food,  it  returneth  in  due  course  {lit.  on  the  very 
day)  unto  its  lodgment  ;  and  when  the  eagle 
fleeth  to  a  distant  part  for  its  meat,  he  seeketh 
his  wonted  place  while  it  be  yet  day. 

Hold  thy  foot  from  thy  brother's  house,  and 
depart  altogether  from  those  who  deal  in  lies 
and  falsehood.  Stand  not  at  the  doors  of  the 
great,  and  lust  not  after  rich  dishes. 
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Rejoice  not  at  the  awful  and  terrible  day  which 
befalls  a  man,  lest  it  may  light  on  thee  in  the 
hey-day  (of  life).  Seek  not  and  welcome  not 
the  day  of  his  calamity.  Canst  thou  know  what 
may  happen  unto  thee  on  the  morrow  ? 

All  thy  days  love  the  wife  of  thy  youth,  and 
place  thy  love  well  fixed  in  her  heart  :  yet  put 
the  fear  and  dread  of  thee  within  her,  even  thy 
reproof,  and  let  her  not  know  of  thy  secrets. 
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Should  she  bear  thee  sons  and  daughters, 
reprove  them  at  all  times,  yet  with  considera- 
tion. Buy  for  them  books  according  to  the  best 
of  thy  ability,  and  appoint  for  them  a  teacher 
from  their  early  days.  If  thou  dost  not  load 
them  with  plenty  out  of  thy  substance,  they 
will  not  by  means  thereof  accomplish  thy  will. 
Therefore,  let  it  not  appear  hard  to  thee  or 
distasteful  when  thou  givest  unto  thy  son,  and 
loadest  him  with  thy  gifts.  Understand  that  it 
is  through  them  that  thy  horn  will  be  exalted, 
and  thy  welfare  will  follow  from  their  welfare.

Converse  not  freely  with  the  wife  of  thy 
friend,  nor  be  the  brother  and  companion  of 
scoffers.  From  a  strange  woman  let  thy  eye  be 
far,  and  from  her  who  flattereth  with  her  words. 

Let  thy  work  be  truthful  and  straight,  and 
thy  balance  just  and  trustworthy  :  w^ealth  gained 
by  oppression  will  melt  away,  and  be  trodden 
under  foot  ;  all  its  weight  and  burden  will  be 
spent  in  vain. 

Bv  lopping  the  top  branches  a  shoot  will  rise 
and  bud  forth  ;  in  like  manner  smite  thy  son 
(sc.  with  the  rod),  and  thou  shalt  rejoice  and 
find  gladness  in  him. 
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Should  a  ruler  take  fancy  to  thee,  beware  lest 
thou  be  false  to  him  and  reveal  his  secret  ;  when 
he  leaves  his  home  for  some  distant  part,  watch 
him  as  though  he  were  in  his  own  house. 

Lift  not  up  thy  tongue  against  the  ruler,  lest 
through  thy  voice  thy  sin  meet  with  punish- 
ment. 

Prefer  to  stay  indoors  in  the  rainy  season,  and 
rest  yourself,  and  do  not  walk  in  the  mud  and 
slimy  mire.  Go  not  on  a  journey  in  the  wintry 
days  ;  choose  for  going  abroad  the  time  when 
royalty  travels. 
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Open  not  thy  mouth  to  Satan,  and  utter  an 
evil  thing,  lest  it  harm  thee  and  turn  out  bitter. 

Always  respond  with  a  greeting  to  him  who 
greets  thee,  and  thou  shalt  find  peace. 

And  why  weary  thyself  with  all  pains  to 
acquire  riches  ?  Confide  in  God,  and  He  will 
lead  thee  alway. 

If  a  man  hire  himself  unto  thee  and  serve 
thee,  regard  him  as  though  he  were  thy  child  ; 
should  he  be  slow  in  his  services,  deal  gently 
with  him.  Do  not  fail  to  pay  every  man  the 
wage  for  which  he  has  laboured. 
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Listen  unto  mc,  and  leave  the  way  of  the 
simple  :  then  shalt  thou  see  marvels  day  by  day. 

The  son  of  a  king  changeth  places  with  the 
poor  and  the  tramp,  while  the  son  of  a  fool 
takes  the  place  of  the  prince  and  the  king. 

The  son  of  a  king  may  be  turned  into  a 
destitute  traveller,  while  the  son  of  the  fool  may 
become  in  turn  a  king  or  a  satrap. 

God  renders  desolate  the  house  of  the  proud 
and  exalted,  and  raiseth  up  the  poor  from  the 
dust  of  the  dunghill. 

It  happens,  too,  that  when  a  simpleton  be- 
comes rich,  his  work  is  received  with  favour, 
whilst  knowledge,  in  the  case  of  the  poor,  is 
spurned. 
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Read  over  whatever  thou  dost  commit  to 
writing,  so  that  no  one  can  discover  an  error 
therein. 

Flee  from  lordship  and  the  glamour  of  govern- 
ment (seek  righteousness,  and  search  out  the 
right  path),  for  thou  wouldst  continually  encum- 
ber thyself  with  the  dread  attached  to  them. 
Thou  mayest  enjoy  their  morsel,  but  right 
quickly  thou  wilt  spew  it  out. 

Shouldst  thou  acquire  possessions,  then  as- 
suredly thou  wilt  acquire  care,  not  rest  and 
relief.  Why,  then,  long  for  food  which  hath  no 
peacefulness  with  it  ?  Is  not  a  dry  crust  better 
than  a  tasty  cake  (under  such  conditions)  } 
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Merchandise  is  good  for  men,  even  princes 
and  the  old  might  buy  and  sell. 

Teach  thy  son,  I  pray  thee,  some  handicraft, 
so  that  he  may  be  prepared  to-day  for  the 
morrow,  aye,  and  for  the  days  and  years  to 
come,  for  these  might  prove  as  the  bite  of  the 
adder,  when  Time  brings  its  reverses.  How 
can  a  man,  knowing  all  this,  enjoy  his  sleep  ; 
how  all  they  who,  realising  it,  are  filled  with 
the  load  of  anxious  thought  ! 
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And  should  thy  companion  be  raised  on  high, 
show  not  by  any  act  or  request,  that  thou  art 
envious  of  him  ;  in  conversing  with  him,  be  as 
a  poor  supphant,  and  never  call  to  mind  the 
happenings  of  former  days.  Understand,  when 
a  rich  man  is  raised  over  the  heads  of  others, 
all  his  poorer  brethren  will  be  sure  to  be  his 
enemies. 

But  this  is  ever  part  of  the  plan  of  Creation, 
one  as  the  other  obtains  ;  there  is  a  time  when 
Fortune  smiles,  and  there  is  a  time  of  storm 
and  stress. 

Do  kindness  ;  be  it  thy  part  to  rescue,  redeem 

and  deliver,  knowing  that  all  our  days  are  as 

a  shadow.     Draw  out  from  their  prison-house 

those  that  dwell  in  darkness,  and  lay  not  out 

thy  money  to  usury. 
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Before  thou  dost  attend  to  thy  own  wants  and 
duties,  ascertain  the  nature  of  thy  beast,  and 
supply  its  needs. 

Should  a  thing  be  told  unto  thee  which  thou 
knowest  already,  appear  to  regard  it  as  though 
thou  hadst  not  heard  it. 

Shouldst  thou  know  a  secret  belonging  to  thy 
friend  or  companion,  then  let  thy  inward  parts 
be  its  storehouse  and  burial-place. 

Choose  a  relative  or  friend  as  thy  neighbour, 
and  he  will  act  in  like  manner  towards  thee. 
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When  thou  dost  realise  that  thy  song  is  being 
indited  to  honour  those  who  are  liberal,  thou 
wilt  realise  that  it  is  also  the  hour  when  lies  are 
rampant. 

Keep  thy  friend  constantly  as  the  apple  of 
thy  eye,  lest  his  affection  for  thee  vanish  into 
nought  ;  for  the  hate  of  thy  friend  will  be  the 
greater  when  his  love  flees  from  thee,  and  enters 
the  counsel  of  thy  enemies. 

In  view  of  harvest- time  arrange  the  sowing, 
and    for   the   days    of    old    age    the    planting  ; 
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for  know   that   death   in  thy  dwelUng  is  better 
than  to  apply  for  the  help  of  the  rich. 

Be  scrupulous  in  attending  to  what  is  neces- 
sary for  the  decent  burial  of  one  unknown  ; 
accompany  the  remains  to  the  grave,  and  the 
mourners  to  their  home. 

Ever  retain  thy  companion  and  friend,  and 
thy  love  for  him  will  be  esteemed  by  him. 

As  for  women  and  friends,  desire  but  those 
who  are  good,  not  such  as  are  comely  in  appear- 
ance, yet  of  evil  heart  ;  nor  envy  thou  the 
possessions  of  men,  or  hold  in  contempt  the 
destitute  and  poor. 
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Keep  from  associating  with  men  of  wicked- 
ness, and  drink  not  wine  to  the  point  of  intoxica- 
tion. Let  God's  Law  and  Command  be  thy 
constant  meditation  ;  and  let  thy  longing  desire 
be  to  dwell  in  His  House. 

Ask  of  God,  and  not  of  the  rich,  and  your 
life  will  be  valued  in  the  midst  of  friends. 

Forgive  thy  friend  his  error  and  fault,  and 
desire  no  longer  to  turn  away  from  him. 
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Be  not  a  rebel,  choosing  strife  ;  do  not  love 
separation  all  thy  days.  How  pleasant  and 
goodly  it  is  for  loving  ones  to  dwell  together, 
and  for  brothers  and  friends  to  be  joined  to  one 
another ! 

Confide  not  in  women  and  servants,  nor 
entrust  them  with  secrets. 

Show  thy  teeth  to  a  child,  and  in  a  mocking 
mood  he  will  treat  thee  with  sheer  rudeness. 
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Desist  from  anger,  and  forsake  and  abandon 
wrath  ;  do  thy  building  in  the  summer,  and  not 
in  the  winter-time. 

Eat  not  to  the  full  in  thy  own  house,  and 
forget  the  one  who  seeks  alms  at  thy  door. 

Look  upon  humanity  as  one  whole,  and  be  in 
constant  dread  on  account  of  it. 

Treat  thy  companion's  child  as  thy  own  child, 
and  his  father  as  though  he  were  thy  grandsire. 
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Withhold  not  kindness  from  thy  neighbour 
until  the  morrow,  lest  thine  iniquity  bring  its 
punishment.  From  thy  youth  choose  to  do  at 
every  hour,  aye,  at  every  moment,  with  con- 
scientious devotion,  whatsoever  falls  to  thy  lot. 

Trust  not  the  worthless  turncoat,  who  greets 
thee  in  the  public  ways,  who  appears  thy  friend 
when  thou  art  rich,  but  turns  and  becomes  thy 
enemy  when  poverty  is  thy  lot. 
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Serve  men  and  be  of  assistance  to  them,  then 
shalt  thou  be  esteemed,  and  honourably  men- 
tioned by  them.  And  shouldst  thou  hear  a  man 
mahgn  his  comrade,  ignore  it,  as  though  he  did 
not  speak  it.  Let  not  a  hair's  breadth  come 
between  thee  and  him  ;  keep  him,  lest  he  be 
detached  from  thee,  and  be  lost. 

Mankind  is  like  an  ocean  of  wide  expanse  ; 
beware  lest  thou  enter  therein  and  slip.  Should 
thy  friend  become  friendly  with  thy  enemy, 
rebuke  him,  but  let  him  not  be  admitted  into 
thy  secret. 
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Eat  not  until  thou  dost  feel  the  desire  for 
food,  and  art  hungry,  and  then  thou  wilt  enjoy 
it  and  relish  it.  Furthermore,  take  somewhat 
less  than  thy  fill,  and  then  thy  sleep  will  be  good 
and  refreshing. 

Be  not  over-anxious  about  any  thing  or  pur- 
pose, and  tell  not  thy  dream  unto  thy  foe. 

If  a  man  call  thee  to  a  suit,  contend  not  with 
him, — why  walk  into  the  sea  while  it  rages  }  At 
all  events,  beware  of  the  multitude  of  words  ; 
for  if  thou  art  not  on  thy  guard,  they  will  con- 
tend with  thee  in  enmity. 
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Curse  not  Heaven  or  the  judges  ;  rather  inter- 
cede and  pray  for  their  welfare. 

Never  be  surety  for  a  man,  otherwise  thou 
wilt  never  keep  friend  or  comrade. 

My  son,  walk  not  alone  by  night,  and  put  no 
faith  in  troopers  ;  for  understand  there  are 
among  them  men  of  violence  and  of  ill  temper, 
whose  acts  are  those  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah. 
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Keep  thy  tongue  chained  within  thy  mouth, 
and  be  as  the  dumb  in  company  ;  thou  wouldst 
not  loosen  a  Hon  bound  by  fetters,  for  he  would 
devour  thee,  if  thou  wert  to  let  him  go. 

Look  not  upon  thy  neighbour's  wife,  and  keep 
thine  own  beloved  one  within  thy  house  ;  it  is 
to  a  woman's  honour  and  for  a  man's  glory, 
that  she  should  not  glance  at  men. 
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Go  into  partnership  with  all  men,  if  it  be  for 
mutual  aid,  but  do  no  business  with  a  kinsman. 

Do  not  reside  always  near  the  stream  ;    turn 
to  the  hills  by  reason  of  the  rain. 

Sow  kindness,  and  thou  shalt  reap  pleasant- 
ness, and  thy  reward  will  be  perfect  from  God. 

Be  whole  and  upright  with  Heaven,  and  seek 
not  what  is  in  store  for  thee  in  the  heights. 
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Turn  aside,  and  quarrel  not  with  a  child, 
a  deaf-mute,  or  one  of  womankind. 

And  if  thou  hast  not  learnt  wisdom  and 
understanding,  take  thy  seat  beside  experts 
among  the  people,  when  they  are  assembled, 
and  be  not  ashamed  to  learn  and  inquire.  Be 
the  tail  among  the  wise,  and  thou  mayest  become 
the  head. 

Search  out  wisdom,  her  way  is  constant  ;  so 
also  to  fear  God  and  depart  from  evil,  is  under- 
standing. 
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Place  thyself  at  the  side  of  the  judge  and  advo- 
cate, and  retain  him  in  thy  favour  substantially 
if  thou  wouldst  secure  him  ;  be  at  pains,  too, 
to  select  trustworthy  witnesses,  for  then  they 
will  save  thee  from  much  interrogation. 

'Tis  better  to  go  in  and  out  of  houses  of 
mourning  than  to  frequent  the  house  of  joy  and 
gladness. 

Search  out  the  sick,  and  seek  those  sorely 
tried,  and  speak  to  the  heart  of  those  oppressed 
and  in  bitter  pHght. 

Disclose  not  to  an  enemy  what  is  in  thy  heart  ; 
and  as  for  his  hatred  against  thee,  cover  it  up, 
if  it  reside  not  in  thee. 
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Depart  from  strife,  and  flee  from  contention, 
and  stand  not  near  the  edge  of  a  pit  or  hole. 

Honour  thy  parents,  and  with  them  thy 
relatives,  and  all  that  seek  their  welfare. 

Should  it  happen  that  thou  dost  come  within 
the  shadow  of  the  King  and  approach  him, 
realise  that,  as  thou  standest,  thou  art  riding 
upon  a  lion  ;  for  then  as  men's  respect  for  thee 
doth  grow,  thy  dread  will  be  proportionately 
great  and  terrible. 
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Take  not  hold  of  a  fierce  ox  by  its  horns,  nor 
draw  along  a  lion  by  the  rein. 

Do  not  worry  if  it  be  thy  lot  to  have  a  daughter; 
trust  in  God,  and  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  thy 
fortune.  Many  a  daughter  is  better  than  a  son, 
and  a  source  of  happiness  and  brightness  to  her 
parents.  Whatever  cometh  from  God,  be  satis- 
fied, and  exclaim,  '  May  this  turn  out  well  !  ' 
'Tis  better  that  thou  see  thy  daughter  in  the 
grave  unwedded  than  that  she  be  joined  to 
a  fighting-man. 
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Fix  thy  dwelling  among  men  of  principle,  and 
turn  aside  from  living  amongst  robbers  and 
oppressors. 

Be  near  at  hand  with  food  and  raiment,  and 
lend  unto  the  poor  ;  covet  not  thy  neighbour. 
It  is  a  precious  thing  and  fine,  indeed,  to  be 
liberal  of  heart,  remembering,  too,  that  humility 
is  the  twin-sister  of  liberality.  You  can  tell 
a  man  by  his  good  sense  and  skill,  and  judge 
a  craftsman  according  to  the  finish  of  his  work. 
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Let  thy  praise  ever  be  according  to  rule  and 
method,  when  uttered  in  the  full  assembly  of 
the  congregation.  And  if  it  be  thy  wish  to  pub- 
lish it  in  honour  of  a  man,  keep  it  within  limits 
of  the  subject  and  the  work  extolled.  But  if 
such  utterances  bore  him,  give  them  up,  and 
thou  shalt  obtain  restfulness. 

And  if  thou  dost  chastise  thy  child  in  child- 
hood, thou  wilt  raise  him,  and  remove  him  away 
from  pitfalls.  And  whatever  he  may  turn  out 
at  twenty,  so  he  will  remain  as  he  grows  older, 
for  better  or  for  worse. 
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Act  straight,  and  in  praiseworthy  fashion,  and 
flee  from  men  of  no  character  ;  rather  be  the 
tail  among  Rons,  for  thou  might  rise  ;  but  if 
thou  become  head  of  the  foxes,  thou  wilt  be 
bowed  down. 

If  men  strive  with  men,  depart  from  them, 
and  turn  away  from  the  snare  of  the  fowler. 

Love  thy  friend  ever  as  thyself,  and  intercede 
with  Holy  God  for  his  welfare. 

Depart  from  swearing  in  vain,  and  be  afraid 
to  swear  by  the  Name  of  the  Great  and  Tre- 
mendous God. 
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And  if  thou  dig  a  pit  for  a  man  in  secret, 
beware  lest  there  rise  up  one  concealed  to  hunt 
thee  down. 

Choose  the  righteous  way  in  all  thy  dealings  ; 
have  pity  with  the  poor  and  destitute,  and  com- 
passionate them. 

Set  a  critic  and  counsellor  over  thy  soul,  and 
mount  not  a  wall,  nor  climb  a  tree. 

Never  envy  the  great,  nor  covet  the  acquisi- 
tions of  the  man  who  has  accomplished  great 
things.
